BATTLE SAID TO HAVE BEEN 
FOUGHT NEAR CHINESE 
CAPITAL. 


Fngland, Russia, Japan, Germany and 
Other Powers Sending Troops to 
Reinforce Those at 
Tien Tsin. 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—It seems prob- 
able that, after all, the United States troops 
in the Philippines will be called upon to 
furnish a contingent to assist in the rescue 
of the foreign missionaries in China. and n 
the protection of the foreign embassies and 
legations. A great change has come over 
the administration in this regard, for 
late as yesterday there was a firm ‘deter- 
mination not to go bevond the employment 
of marines and sailors. 

It is said now that the navy has done all 
that it can do with gafety in China at thie 
Stage and that recourse must be had to the 
army. Already Admiral Remey has indicat- 
ed that he cannot spare more marines, and 
he is looking to the navy department for 
another battalion to replace the men he 
has been obliged to withdraw from the 
naval station at Cavite to assist Admiral 
Kempff. There ie genuine need for all the 
available marines at Cavite. and it is said 
here that the naval vessels in the Phillp- 
pines are fully and profitably engaged in 
scouting through the archipelago and pre- 
venting the landing of filibustering expe- 
ditions with supplies. 

Therefore, it is admitted that the Cabinet 
is seriously considering the dispatch of 
troops to Tien Tsin, and it its understood 
that inquiries are being made, probably 
directed to Gen. MacArthur. as to the num-.- 
ber of troops that can be spared fur this 
emergency, and the possibility of securing 
transportation for them. 

The troops could not be gotten to Tien 
Tsin in less than a week, even !f the order 
fr their employment should zo forward ti- 
day. That the crisis is by no means past, 
but on the contrary hs rather more acute, 
is evidenced by a cablegram received by 
the the State Department -his morning 
from the U. S&S. consul at Tien Tsin, Mr. 
Ragsdale. He says that the mobs-are in 
contro! of the native city of Tien Tsi‘n and 
the authorities do not seem io be able to 
do anything with them. He says that the 
foreigners in Tien Tsin are still safe.

The Times publishes the following dis- 
patch from Tien Tsin, via Shanghai, June 
14: 

“A serious engagement has occurred be- 
tween the international column and the 
Mohammedan troops of Gen. Tung Fuh 
Siang, near Pekin.” 

It is realized that the slighest sign of a 
check to the international forces will put an 


entirely different tace on the matter, and 
will probably lead to an outbreak of the rab- 
ble which will not be easily controlled. 
Besides the news of the burning of the 
French and British missions at Yunnan-Fu 
is regarded as extremely grave, as it points 
to the extension of the rebellion into remote 
portions of the empire. 

If the reports of Chinese opposition to the 
entry into Pekin of the internationalforces 
are true, it may be necessary for Admiral 
Seymour to await reinforcements.

INQUEST TESTIMONY 


Witnesses Disagree as to Who First 
Fired and the Provocation for 
the Shooting. 


The coroner's inquest in the killing of 
Edward Thomas and George Rine and in- 
quiring into the wounding of Edward Burk- 
hardt, Oscar Marvin and John White, street 
car strikers who were shot by special dep- 
uty sheriffs near the posse barracks on 
aWshington avenue Sunday afternoon, was 
resummed Friday morning at 8:30. 

At noon the coroner adjourned the hear- 
ing to 2 o’clock, first instructing Deputy 
Coroner Dreschler to go to police headquar- 
ters with three witnesses, Messrs, MecGiv- 
ern. Bennington and Bion Brown, and have 
a policeman detailed to take them to the 
passe barracks, where they should be per- 
mitted to see all the deputies present and 
identify, if poesible, any whom they saw 
in the street at the time of the shvuoting. 
If any deputies were thus identified they 
were to be taken to the coroner’e office 
in time for the afternoon session, which 
began at 2 o'clock. : 

he Inquest began Wednesday and the 
taking of testimony consumed the entire 
day. On account of the Bohne inquest 
Thursday this hearing was continued to 
Friday. 

About 30 witnesses testified Wednesday. 
Deputy ‘Gardner McKnight of Company F 
was at the hearing, and on the strength of 
a polic# report that he fired the shot which 
killed Edward Thomas, the coroner held 
him a prisoner. He was released on bond 
ami returned to posse duty at the barracks. 

Deputy George W. Cox was also held as 
a prisoner by the coroner on account of 
certain remarks which he made after the 
shooting, but was released on his own re- 
cognizance to appear Friday morning. 

Cox and McKnight were present when the 
coroner resumed the inquest. Attorney 
Kimbrough Stone asked Coroner Lioyd if 
any effort had been made to ascertain the 
names of the deputies who were in the 
street at the time of the shooting. The 
coroner replied that every effort to get this 
gy was being made.

Several Pistol Shots. 


The first witness was H.

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had revolvers. I did not see any revolvers 
in the hands of the street-car strikers. 

“I saw several strikers oy bo car 
on the rear piatform, After the shooting in 
front of the barracks I saw a deputy at 
the Sixth street corner kneel] and shoot his 
gun into the air and the crowd began to 
isperse. I couldn't identify any of the men 
who shot,

Joseph Albert, 1417 Locust street, em-.

Witness heard ng 
threats from the men in the parade, 

“I think there were about thi#ty or forty 
shots fired. 1 saw no wevpons in the handg 
of tae men in uniform.

I was about 
15 feet away. The shooting occurred a lit- 
tle west of the barracks. 1 don’t kno 
who fired the ghot woaich killed the man 
there... He had on light trousers, no hat, 
and carried a shotgun. He impressed mé 
as being a2 small man.” 
Saw No Pistol 

Except Deputy’s. 

Frederick Crawford, 
machine hand in wagon shop, said that he 
was passing the scene of the shooting. “A 
man ran out from the barracks and grabbed 
a man out of line and shoved a gun in his 
face, After a struggie 1 saw the flash of a 
gun amd heard three shots fired. Then [ 
ran around to Sixth street. Coming back [ 
heard other shots down Washington ave- 
nue. I saw no revolvers except one in a 
deputy’s hand. There was no excitement 
before the deputy ran and grabbed the 
man. 1 was watching the parade closely and 
saw no missiles thrown. I could not dee 
scribe the deputy who had a revolver. 

“After the turst shot was fired I saw none 
at the men in line of parade do any shoot- 
ne.

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SETTLE THE STRIKE 

The striking employes of the St. Louis Transit Co.- today 
adopted a pronosition for submission to the company which 
should serve as a basis for a satisfactory settlement of the 
strike. 

The terms of the proposition with respect to the street 
railway union and the agreement of March 10 are almost 
identical with terms favornbly considered in previous efforts 
to settle the treygble. Arbitration without qualification is 
asked in the question of the reinstatement of striking em- 
ployes. That is the pith of the whole matter. That is the 
solution of the trouble urged from the beginning by the Post- 
Dispatch and approved by the mass of the peopie of St. Louis. 

The management of the St. Louis Transit Co. cannot afford 
to reject amy reasonable opportunity to finally settle the 
strike. It owes some! concession to the people of St. Louis and 
to the business interests of the city.

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COMMERCIALISM IN POLITICS. 

Mr. Bird S. Coler, Comptroller of the city of New 
made some plain remarks on political corruption in a 
mencement day address at Champaign, II. 

Mr. Coler attributes the prevailing corruption to the spirit 
of commercialism which has invaded political life and mad» 
public office an opportunity to satisfy private greed. 

“The old system of stealing from the public treasury has 
passed away,” said Mr. Coler, “and the safer and more profit- 
able plans of bartering political influence for stock in cor- 
porations has succeeded.” 

This is especially conspicuous in municipal politics, where 
the mayor's office and assembly room are the arenas where 
special legislation is procured by corrupt means. 

The way out is plain. Eliminate commercialism. That is 
let the city do its own work. Let the city own and operate 
its gas plants, street railways, waterworks, subways and all 
Other public utilities. These will then be operated for the 
benefit of all, not for a few whose interests are antagonistic 
to the public.
